BEHIND PRISON BABS. 


Treasurer Ostrander and Assistant Trum- 
pour Arrested To-Day—Hundreds of 
Homes Ruined by the Swindling 
Bankers—False Statement Made by the 
Trustees An Ingenious System of 
swindling Carried On for Twenty 
Years—Present Condition of the Ool- 


lapsed Concern. 


KrvcsTox, N. I., Oct. 8.—The Ulster County 
savings Institution has closed its doors and 
is in charge of Bank Superintendent Chas. M. 
preston. Expert examiners have been at 
work since Tuesday and have found already 
that the enormous sum of $464,000 has been 
stolen by Treasurer Ostrander and Matthew 
1. Trumpbour, Assistant Treasurer, and it is 
feared that the stealings will reach over that 


amount. 
BEHIND THE BARS. 

shortly after midnight Superintendent 
Preston swore to a complaint charging 
Trumpbour with perjury in swearing to false 
statements contained in the July report of 
the bank tothe department of the banking 
department and Trumpbour was arrested at 
his house by Chief of Police Hood. He had 
his clothes all packed up and was preparing 
to fee from town. He was locked up in jail. 

Ostrander was arrested about two weeks 
ago for embezzling $75,000 and was under 
bonds for $20,000 and his bondsmen, late last 
night. turned him over to Sheriff Dill and he 
was also locked up in jail. When Ostrander 
was arrested there was a great run on the 
bank for three days, but the other banks 
came tothe rescue of the Ulster County Sav- 
ines Institution, and the trustees made a 
statement showing that there was a surplus 
of $47,000. The statement being signed by 
such well-known men as Judge Alton B. 
Parker, Gen. George H. Sharpe, Judge Wm. 8. 
Kenyon, Postmaster Noah Wolven, John W. 
Searing of the Kingston Leader and other repu- 
table citizens, had a reassuring effect and 
the depositors who drew out their money pat 
it back. 

The system adopted by James E. Ostrander 
and Matthew T. Trumpbour, the latter being 
fully cognizant of the steal and assisting in 
concealing it for the purpose of swindling 
the depositors and hiding theft, which 
grew by degrees, was most ingenious, and 
for twenty years has baffied the skill of ex- 
pert examiners in the employ of the State. 
In carrying it out deceit and perjury have 
been frequently and effectively employed. 

FALSE SIGNALS. 

The statement which was given out on 
Sept. 19, after thanking the other banks for 
the assistance rendered, said to the deposit- 
ors 

We know that we cannot deceive you. Our assets 
sre intact and open to your inspection. We have to- 
night atthe close of business: Resources, bonds 
and mertgages, 1. 259,594.48. Securities as follows:

Ip times past we have been able to assist 
you in giving sceommodations to conservative | busi- 
bess men and we hope that restored confidence will 
enable us to pursue this couse so impotant to the in- 
Custrial interests of the country without imperiling 
our Cepoltors which so far has never been the case. 
HUNDREDS RUINED. 

It is impossible to tell, or even conjecture, 
the effect that the closing of the bank will 
haveonthe people of Ulster County. The 
majority of the depositors are poor people, 
many of them old men and women dependent 
on the interest on the few thousands of dol- 
lars they had in the bank, and such men and 
women, with tearsin their eyes, can be seen 
everywhere about the city, they fearing the 
loss of their savings. 

The feeling against the trustees who 
Signed the statement is bitter in the ex- 
treme,and Parker, Sharpe and others are 
characterized as thieves for making de posit- 
ors believe the bank was solvent when they 
should have known its condition. That they 
were guilty of criminal negligence there is no 
goaestion,

The people had great confidence in the in- 
stitution and the deposits, from $546,878.14 in 
1867, ran up to $2,196,070.88 in 1878. No matter 
what the state of the money market might be 
it was always conceived by everybody that 
the Ulster County Savings Institution was 
sound. It is said that a number of the bonds 
that the trustees men in their state- 
ment were hypothecat in New York by 
Ostrander and Trumpbour. Another method 
mentioned was that deposits in many cases 
were entered on the bank’s register for only 
half and one-third the amount received, 
while the entries in depositors’ books were 
for the full amount, the differences being 
taken by the thieves. 

STATEMENT PROMISED. 
Supt. Preston says he will givea statement 
at 2 o’clock this afternoon tothe newspapers. 
The streets of Kingston are filled with peo- 
ple, and depositors are arriving on every 
train and by all manner of vehicles. The 
men and women wender aimlessly about and 
occasionally some of the excited farmers 
threaten to break into the bank building to 
get their money, while others suggest that a 
lynching party be formed to hang Ostrander 
and pbour. 
Business is virtually suspended, and noth- 
ing else ig talked about, as the general opin- 
ion for years was that the bank was as solid 
asthe rock of Gibraltar, and especially so 
after the statement of the trustees of three 
weeks ago, which showed a surplus of 
$250 ,000. 

Aman named McAndrews, who has $7,000 
on deposit, has developed symptoms of in- 
sanity and it is feared that it will be neces- 
sary totake him toanasylum. The city of- 
ficlal@#fearing that the threats to burn the 
jail where Ostrander and Trumpbour are con- 
fined would be executed, summoned the Fire 
Department, who are watching the dank 
buildingand the Court-house and jau op- 
posite. 

The prisoners were arraigned before Re- 
corder Hussey at 1:45 o’clock this afternoon. 
They asked for an examination, which was 
set down for Monday morning at 10 o’clock. 

It was stated on the street to-day that after 
its affairs are wound up the bank will pay 
depositors 75 cents on the dollar. 

MAKING A RUN. 

The trustees of the Kingston Savings Bank, 
whose fanking-house is on Wall street, al- 
most opposite the closed bank, held a 
meeting early this morning and took 
precautionary measures to meet any run 
which might be made upon them. The run 
was quite heavy all the morning, there being 
along line of depositors, who were paid as 
fast as possible. Should the run continue 
on Monday, the bank trustees will probably 
compel the giving of the sixty days’ notice 
by depositors. The trustees of this institu- 
tion claim the bank can pay its depositors in 
full.

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MOBBED AT ROME.

French Pilgrims Who Showed Dis- 
respect to the Memory of Emanuel. 


THE POPE GREATLY DISTRESSED BY THE 
OCCURENCE. 


Crowds Attack the Visitors and They Nar- 
rowly Escape Death-—M. Hamel’s 
Apology for the Conduct of His Coun- 
trymen—Americans Doing European 
Capitals — Playing at War. 


Roxx, Oct. 8.—The Pope is deeply afflicted 
at the disorders which occurred yesterday in 
this city through the objectionable conduct 
of some French pligrims who were visiting 
the tomb of King Victor Emanuel in the Pan- 
theon. The Pope has issued instructions that 
all the Catholic pilgrims now in Rome are to 
remain tranquil in the face of the displeasure 
displayed by the bandsof young men and 
others who paraded the streets to mark their 
disapprobation with the pilgrims’ conduct 
and that the latter are in every way to do all 
in their power to avoid giving cause for dis- 
turbances. The French pilgrims who were 
the immediate cause of so much disorder 


yesterday started during the day for Modena. 


Before doing so they called at the Vatican 
and expressed their regrets for the occur- 
rences of yesterday. The Popeinreply said 
he also regretted yesterday’s incidents and 
hoped they would not happen again. 

The majority of the accounts furnished of 
the causes of yesterday's riotous outbreak 
agreed in the assertion that one of the pil- 
grims who visited Victor Emanuel’s tomb, 
spatinthe book where all visitors are ex- 
pected to inscribe their names. In addition 
the pilgrim wrote: Vive la Pape. Mort au 
roi Humbert. Abas Victor Emmanuel. 

An Italian gentleman who was present in 
the Pantheon atthe same time as the pl 
grims happened to notice what one their 
number had inscribed in the visitors’ book 
and, enraged at the insult to the dead, he 
struck the writer in the face and assisted the 
guards to expel him amid the anathemas of 
those present. The other pilgrims tried to 
rescue their companion from the guards and 
in so doing caused the whole popular disturb 
ance. The crowds attracted to the spot by 
the disorder upon hearing of its cause, at- 
tacked the pilgrims with knives and stones, 
filling the air with imprecations of Death to 
the pllgrims, etc. 

The guards hac the utmost difficulty in pro- 
tecting the piigrims from the Italians, who 
were frenzied in desire for vengeance. In 
spite of the appeals of the police officers and 
their efforts to allay the anger of the pop- 
ulace, the pligrims were chased all over the 
city. 

M. Harmel, the leader of the French work 
men’s pilgrimage, called at the Ministry of 
the Interior to-day and disclaimed any sym- 
pathy with the outrage of yesterday. Onthe 
other hand, Harmel expressed deep regret 
tor alli the occurrences in connection with it. 

Eight trains at an early hour this morning 
were held in readiness to take the pilgrims 
out of Rome, but it was found that popular 
feeling against the visitors had calmed down 
to a considerable extent, and therefore the 
pligrims were informed that it was not an- 
ticipated that any departure from the origi- 
nal plan would be found necessary. 


PLAYING AT WAR. 


THE GERMAN MILITARY MANEUVERS AT JUTRE- 
BECK NEAR BERLIN. 

BERLIN, Oct. 3.—The German artillery 
maneuvers, which have been in progress at 
Jutrebeck, about twenty miles to the South 
of Berlin, have been attended by Count 
Schiiffen, chief of the general staff and 20 
staff officers, the regiments of artillery 
guards, and from other regiments. A fort 
built on the shooting range eight years ago 
was made use of, and other works were 
erected foratestot the guns. A large num- 
ber of heavy fortress guns were tried for the 
first time, and results being so satisfactory 
as to surprise the most experienced officers. 
A feature of the occasion was the use of strong 
farm horses to draw cannon about the field, 
instead of the transport horses used last 
year. and which were found too weak even 
for the lighter guns then employed. The ar- 
tillery maneuvers are considered by the 
Kaiser as hardly less important than those of 
the cavalry, andan elaborate report of the 
proceedings is being prepared for the im- 
perial information. 

The proposition to reduce the term of min- 
tary service to two years has been receive® 
with favor by a portion of the German press, 
and is known to be favorably regarded by 
the Kaiser. The very vastness and expense 
of the German military system, however, 
makes it difficult if, not impossible, to effect 
the desired change, which would be a great 
relief to the people. Some high military au- 
thorities claim that it would impair the mut 

ary vigor of the empire, while others have a 
contrary opinion.

GENERAL FOREIGN. 


COSSACKS ORDERED TO HOLD THEIR HORSES IN 
READINESS FOR THE ARMY. 

ST. Perersavac, Oct. 8.—An imperial ukase 
has been issued instructing the Cossack pop- 
ulation of the Ural districts to hold their 
horses ready at the various military centers. 
This action is taken so that the horses may 
be at the disposal of the Russian Government 
in the event of a mobilization of troops being 
found necessary. 

The reserves in the South of Russia have 
been called out fora three weeks’ drill. Itis 
believed that a portion of them will remain 
for an indefinite period with their colors. 

The new loan will be issued at 7942. 

Six hundred versts of military roads have 
just been completed in Vitna, Grodno, Kovno 
and Moghliffe. The roads are so constructed 
that they can be quickly transformed into 
railways. The bridges rest upon stone pil- 
lars clamped with iron. 


EXD OF THE REVOLT IN YEMEN. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 6.—It is announced 
here that the Turkish troops in the Province 
of Yemen, Arabia, have after several battles 
with the Insurgents recaptured Sana, the 
principal city of the Province, and that the 
leading chiefs have submitted to the Turkish 
authorities. The announcement adds that 
the revolt in Yemen is now ended. 


RUSSIAN CONSULS. 

Beri, Oct. 8.—A Prüssian rescript, just 
issued, ordains that all foreign insurance 
companies doing business in Prussia are 
bound to invest one-half of their net income 
in Prussian consols, which cannot be negoti- 
ated without the consent of the Minister of 
the Interior. The Freisinnige Zeitung criticises 
the rescript, saying that it is intended to give 
insurers a legal guarantee, but will tend to

PRINTERS" STRIKE. 
Philadelphians Taking the Places of Pitts- 
burg Compositcrs. 

Pitrsprre, Oct. 3.—The striking job print- 
ers of this city were greatly excited last night 
over the arrival of twenty-three printers and 
pressmen from Philadelphia. The new men 
were met at the station by a committee of 
the employers’ association and distributed 
among the various offices. Another delega- 
tion will arrive to-day. The employers as- 
sert that they will not concede the demands, 
and will import enough mento break the 
strike. An effort will be made by the strikers 
to induce the new men to join the Union. 

There is nothing new in the coal miners’ 
strike. Both sides are firm and a long fight 
is anticipated. 

STRIKE DECLARED OFF. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Oct. 3.—The miners 
of the Home and Riverside mines, some 400 
in number, who have stood out for increased 
wages for nearly two weeks, have formally 
declared the strike off, and this morning ap- 
plied for work. Neariy all were reinstated 
on the pay-roll. The strike was for an ad- 
vance of 1 cent a bushel in mining coal. 


WHARF LABORERS STRIKE. 
SAVANKAH, Ga., Oct. 3.— The wharf labor- 
ers’ strike is about broken. The strikers are 
still out and up to last night had rejected ev- 
ery proposition to compromise, but their 
places are being rapidiy filled. The railroad 
company announce that it will grant 2% cents 
advance recommended by the arbitration 
committee, but the men must return to work 
as individuals.

American Cruisers Placed in Readiness 
for Foreign Service. 


ARRIVAL OF THE SAN FRANCISCO AT 
CALLAO, PERU. 


Boston and Atlanta to Be Sent to the 
Pacific— Dissolution of the White 
Squadron—Sealing Season in Behring 
Sea Drawing to a Close—Poachers 
Caught by Russians. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Oct, 3.—It is announced 
that the cruisers Boston and Atlanta will be 
sent to the Pacific for service at an early 
date. The alarming news from China and 
the constantly growing demand for more 
vessels in the Pacific has forced Secretary 
Tracy to make disposal of these vessels. The 
vessels will probably go to Chill to relieve the 
Baltimore and San Francisco, which are in 
need of repairs. The dissolution of the 
squadron of evolution it can also be 
positively stated will follow the detachment 
of these vessels. One of the remaining three 
vessels will go tothe South Atlantic station 
while the others will be consolidated with the 
North Atlantic Squadron.

AT THE DEPARTMENTS 


STATEMENT OF CIRCULATION PREPARED BY THE 
TREASURY—OTHER MATTERS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 8.—A statement 
prepared at the Treasury Department shows 
that there was a net increase of $24,550,903 in 
circulation during the month of September, 
and a net decrease of $11,506,115 in money and 
bullion in the Treasury during the same 
period. The increase in circulation ts made 
up as follows: Treasury notes, $11,456,870; 
United States notes, 9,064. %; gold coin, 


$1,687 , 909; standard silver dollars, 
51.6 %; subsidiary silver, $1,109,778; 
gold certificates, $4,178,490; silver 
certificates, $4,428,166; national bank 
notes, $1,729,879. The only decrease 


in circulation was $10,610,000 in currency cer- 
tificates of the act of June 8, 1872. The Treas- 
ury holdings were increased by $4,148,765 gold 
coin, $1,081,517 gold bullion and $4,480,676 sil- 
ver bullion, and were decreased as follows: 
Standard silver dollars, $915,878; subsidiary 
silver, $1,594,102; Treasury notes, $6,991,763; 
United states notes, $9,064,765; National bank 
notes, $1,127,172, and trade dollar bullion 

$658,893. The circulation per capita Oct. 1 was 
$22.75, am increase of 30 cents ahead since 
July 1. 

By royal decree communicated tothe Gov- 
ernor General of Cuba by the Colonial Minis- 
ter at Madrid, the privileges granted to the 
United states by the last reciprocal commer- 
cial arrangement between the United States 
and Spain shall also be granted to all na- 
tions which in their treaties with Spain have 
the clause of most favored nation as long as 
said treaties are in operation. They all, ex- 
cept the treaty with Sweden, will terminate 
in February, 1892. The treaty with Sweden 
will expire in June inthe same year. After 
the ist of July, 1892, only the United States 
will enjoy the privileges of the arrangement. 

The first payments of bounty under the law 
giving a bounty of z cents a pound on sugar 
produced in the United States have been 
made at the Treasury Department. They 
were both in favor of the Chino Valley Sugar 
Co. of Chino, Cal., on two claims for the pro- 
duction of 240,000 pounds of beet sugar, and 
amounted to $6,800. 

Justice Field of the United States Supreme 
Court has requested Associate Justice Harian 
to hear the suit of the United States, com- 
plainant, vs. the the Central Pacific Rallroad 
Co., the Southern Pacific Co. and the Western 
Union Telegraph Co., defendants, which was 
brought before him in Chambers as presiding 
Judge for the Ninth Judicial (California) Cir- 
cult. Justice Harlan will hear the case at 
any time he may designate during the months 
of October, November or December. As most 
of the counsel in the case reside in New York, 
Chicago and Washington, it is probable that 
Justice Harian will decide to hear the argu- 
ments in Washington, as Justice Field in- 
tended to do.

IN BEHRING SEA. 


THE SEALING SEASON ABOUT ENDED—CAPTURED 
BY RUSSIANS, : 

WASHINGTON, D. O., Oct. 3.—Capt. Shep- 
hard, Chief of the Revenue Marine Division, 
Treasury Department, has received a letter 
from an Officer of the revenue steamer Rush, 
dated Onalaska, Alaska, Sept. 5, seying: 
‘*The Behring Sea seal fishing is drawing toa 
close, Few sealing vessels are seen now, & 
stray one being boarded occasionally. The 
latest seizure was made by the Mohican. The 
British schooner Otto was boarded after hav- 
ing been in the sea nine days. She was fitted 
out at Victoria and had several newspaper 
correspondents aboard. Her object was to 
enter Behring Sea and hunt seals, endeavor- 
ing to keep out of sight of Government 
vessels. The Mohican seized her on account 
of some error in her papers. The Otto left 
for Victoria Sept. 4. This makes the fourth 
seizure this season. The Corwin seized two 
vessels and the Rush and Mohican one each. 
Most of the vessels of the sealing fleet have 
been boarded by the Government ships, but 
about a dozen schooners have been able to 
evade them. The Rush has been cruising 
actively and has boarded twenty vessels. 
The Corwin left this merning for Sitka, where 
her Officers have been subponaed as wit- 
nesses in the cases of seizures made by them. 
The court convenes Oct. 1. The Bear has not 
arrived from the North, but may be expected 
at any time. The Rush and the Bear will re- 
main in these waters until Dec. 1. The season 
has been exceptionally fine so far, but it is 
now time for the botsteious weather to set in 
and we will probably catch our share of it. 
The naval vessels remain in the sea with the 
exception of the Porpoise, which has re- 
turned to Chill. The Alert and the Thetis are 
running short of provisions, and one of them 
may have to go south for supplies. The 
Marion is here awaiting the arrival of the 
coal ship from Departure Bay, F. 0. 
before proceeding to Yokohama. Some of 
the sailing schooners have done very well 
this season. One vessel has a total catch of 
4,800 skins forthe spring and summer work. 
Others have catches nearly as large. The 
Behring Sea vesseis have catches ranging 
from a few hundred to 2,800 skins. The Gov- 
ernment vessels have kept a strict watch 
upon the sealers and their movements and 
have secured valuable information as to the 
season’s catch. Each vessel bas also kept a 
record of the number of seals seen in the sea 
at a distance from the islands of St. Pauland 
St. George. The schooner Sitka has brought 
word from Yakula that the bodies of the 
four men lost at Icy Bay last June by the 
swamping of a boat from the Bear were re- 
covered by the natives a week later and 
buried in the sand.’’ 


CAUGHT BY RUSSIANS. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 8.—A letter from Ona- 
laska, dated Sept. 22, gives further details of 
the capture of the American sealing schooner 
J. Hamilton Lewis by the Russians for poach- 
ing about Copper Island. The news was 
brought to Onalaska by the steamer Dube. 
After the American schooner had been 
brought to by a shot which lodged in her hull 
Capt. McLean Lewis was ordered to come 
aboard the Russian cruiser Aleut. He took 
with him all his crew anda free fight ensued 
on the man-of-war. The Americans were 
finally overpowered and sent under guard to 
Viadivostock. The seized schooner was 
taken there by a prize crew. The Russians 
are said to be much excited over this bold 
raid on their seal rookeries, and it is said 
severe punishment will be dealt out to the 
captured Americans. 


CHONG SAM GOING. 


ONE OF THE CFELESTIALS WHO CAME BY THE 
WAT OF CANADA. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 3.—The President 
has directed that Chong Sam, a Chinaman, 
be deported to China as the country ‘‘whence 
he came. In taking this dction the Presi- 
dent upholds the practice of the Treasury 
Department and the construction placed 
upon the Chinese exclusion act by Attorney- 
General Miller, and ignores the protest of the 
British Government. The facts in the case 
are these: Chong Sam, a Chinaman resident 
in Canada, entered the United States on 
July 1, 1891, was arrested at Port Huron, 
Mich., for being unlawfully in the United 
States, was tried and found guilty and 
sentenced to be deported to China as the 
country ‘‘whence be came. In accordance 
with this decision Secretary Foster directed 
Chong Sam to be gent to San Francisco for 
deportation to China. Pending the carrying 
out of this order, the British Minister asked 
that the action be deferred sothat he could 
institute an investigation as to whether 
Chong Sam, being aresident of Canada, was 
not entitled to the protection ofthe Britigh 
Government. Asaresult of this investiga- 
tion the British Minister asks that Chong Sam 
be pardoned. This the President refuses and 
directs that he be returned to China as the 
country ‘‘whence he came.

ATRAIN OF SIX DEAWING-ROOM CARS 
SHIPPED TO-DAY, 


New Departure in the Equipment of « 
European Line—Twombley and Vander 
bilt on a Quiet Little Jaunt— Austin 
Corbin’s Latest Move—Pacifico Branch 
of the Soo Nearing Completion, 


New York, Oct. 8.—In the matter of rat - 
road cars England is becoming so much 
Americanized that itis sending over here to 
have us build them of American wood, steel 
and iron and by American labor. The steam- 
ship Tower Hill of the Wilson Line, which 
sails this morning, carries a complete train 
of six drawing-room cars for the Southeast- 
ern Railway. They are altogether American, 
except in size. They were bullt by the Gilber 
Car Co and are necessarily smaller than 
American cars, because of the smaller tun- 
nel through which they will pass. They are 
notmuch wider than an elevated railroad 
car and are fifty-five feet long. Cars on 
American roads are sixty-one feet long and 
fourteen feet six inches high. These for the En- 
glish road are twelve feet high. The interior 
woodwork is antique oak, with French up- 
holstering and silk curtains. The 
trains include a buffet car. The 
novel feature is the Baker hot-wate. 
heater. Railroad cars in England now are 
seldom heated. At intervals porters bring 
tin boxes full of heat for passengers to put 
their feet on. The trucks are American 
style, but the buffersare English: The train 
will be lighted by an electric storage battery. 
The Southeastern company intends to run 
the cars exclusively for the Paris and sea 
coast travel. The train will be considerably 
heavier than any yet aun in Englend, and the 
English engineer may find it hard work to 
Carry it along on time. Many English cars 
are built of solid steel. The cars packed for 
shipping are in pieces and are boxed up. It 
took two canal boats to carry the boxes from 
Troy. They were transferred from the boats 
to the steamship yesterday. An employe of 
the Gilbert Co. will go with the cars to 
England to superintend putting them up. 

ONLY A PRIVATE JAUNT. 

CurcaGco, III., Oct; 8.—William K. Vander- 
bilt and son, H. McK. Twombley, L. H. Noble 
and Prentice Kellogg of New York registered 
at the Auditorium last evening. Mr. Twomb- 
ley, in reply to reporters’ queries, said the 
little jaunt was really of no public interest. 
We came here on the Chesapeake & Ohio 
road, which, curiously enough, is a road that 
Mr. Vanderbilt never traveled over before. 
Mr. Vanderbilt wanted to inspect the Lake 
Shore road, and as he did not care to make 
the trip in both directions over the same 
road, he came here on the Chesapeake & 
Ohio and the Big Four, and will return on the 
Lake Shore. He will be bere over Sunday, 
and we shall return to New York Monday. 
There is no railroad deal whatever to be 
hatched in Chicago. It is simply a little 
jaunt, got up privately to enable Mr. Van- 
derbilt to get away from business cares for a 
few days and to give him a chance to inspect 
the Lake Shore property. 


CORBIN AND THE VANDERBILTS,

Observatory.

Mrs. Winifred Patterson’s Last Testa- 
ment Admitted to Probate. 


THE BULK OF HER ESTATE LEFT TO 
CHARITY AND THE CHURCH. 


Nearly $1,000,000 Willed to the Catholic 
Orphans of the City and Various Char- 
itable Institutions—Small Bequests to 
a Few Relatives and Friends—Sketch 
of the Old Lady’s Life. 


The will of Mrs. Winifred Patterson, who 
died last night at her residence, 1803 Lucas 
place, was read in the Probate Court to-day. 
She gives her entire estate, amounting to 
about $1,000,000, to Catholic charitable and re- 
ligious institutions, excepting a few be- 
quests. She first orders her debts to be paid, 
ifshe has any, which is not probable. She 
then orders that her funeral be conducted 
according to the rites of tlie Catholic 
Ohurch. She desires that a monument 
be erected to her memory, the 
design to de selected by the trustees of her 
estate. She then provides for the distribu- 
tion of her property. 

WHAT ERIENDS AND RELATIVES GET. 

To the four chfidren of Mrs. Patterson’s old 
friend, Oapt. Joseph A. Throckmorton, she 
orders paid the residue of a fund of $12,000. 
That is, she had already given a portion of 
the amount set apart for these legatees and 
she now orders the remainder paid. The 
cash on hand at the time of Mrs. Patterson’s 
death, minus the above bequest and the 
taxes of the present year, is 


given to Ellen Doane, wife of George P. 
Doane, and Isabella Stettinius. Mrs. Stet- 
tinius is dead, however, and a codicil to the 
will stipulates that the bequest is to be paid 
to her two sons. Mrs. Doane 
and Mrs. Stettinius were sisters 
and Mrs. Patterson’s husband was their 
guardian. Miss Mary Molloy and Miss Wii 
fread Molloy, nieces of Mrs. Patterson and the 
nearest relatives she has, are willed 81, 00 a 
year for life. The will proper gives them 
$1,000 a year, and this is increased to $1,200 in 
the codich. The Misses Molloy have separate 
estatesjwhich, with the annuities, render them 
well provided for. Hester Jones, an old ser 
vant, is willed $800 a year. 
TO THE ORPHANS. 

The annuities above described are to be paki 
out of the rental of the property on which the 
Laclede Building at Fourth and Olive streets 
is bullt. The real estate belonged to Mrs. 
Patterson, but not the building. The

RAINMAKER MELBOURNE. 


His Methods to Be Given a Thorough Test 
at Goodland, Kan. 


GOODLAND, Kah., Oct. 3.—Melbourne gave 
up his rain experiment yesterday afternoon, 
at the suggestion ofthe citizens’ committee 
which had the matter in charge. It is under- 
stood that if rain falls before a new test is 
made Melbourne is notto have the credit. 


About 1 o’clock last night Goodland was wet 
with the tail end of a rainstorm which del- 
uged the country 1 Phillipsburg, 140 miles 
west, to Jennings, und miles east. Mel- 
bourne is not satisfied th his test, and will 
wait until the winds have fallen and the 
clouds, which the committee agree are of his 
making, have cleared away before making 
a new test. From the beginning to the 
end of his experiments the wind 
maintained a velocity of from 35 to # miles 
per hour. Melbourne is satisfied that a rain 
cannot be precipitated while the wind main- 
tains such a high velocity. Since the experi- 
ments began it has rained all around Good- 
land, the heaviest fall-being north and east, 
in which directions the wind would naturally 
have carried it. Whether there is anything 
in the experiments of Melbourne or not, he 
has cofivinced the majority of the people 
that he holds the possible solution for drought 
breaking and, before he leaves Goodland, his 
method will be given a thorough test. If the 
conditions are favorable the next test will 
probably begin next Monday.

SAVE THE SCHOOLS. 


If BL MACKLIN can hold the offices of 
School Director and Assistant City Coun- 
selor both at once, and the Mayor can 
through him, as some folks think he can, 
slate in advance the School Directors to be 
counted in at the November election, ‘‘de 
push’’ will be in fuller control of the 
schools than it now is of the Executive 
Department of the City Government.

DEPUTY FITZGERALD SUSPENDED BY 
JAILER KRAEMER THIS MORNING. 


He Is Believed to Have Some Guilty 
Knowledge of How the Prisoners Got 
Away—Two Murderers and Four Noted 
Bank Sneaks Among Those Who 
Gained Their Liberty. 


Al of the detectives of the city are scurry- 
ing hither and thither to-day, and every 
police officer in the six districts is eyeing sus- 
picious looking strangers with more than 
wonted caution. Ten of the most desperate 
criminals in the city jail escaped from there 
just before dark yesterday, and Chief Harri- 
gan is bending every resource of the Police 
Department to effect their recapture. The 
men who escaped are Henry C. Orrick, the 
murderer of Hiram Curtiss, m Wayne 
Oounty ; John D. Shea, the murderer of Officer 
Michael Doran, who has twice before escaped 
from the St. Louis Jail; Ed Leubert, a bur- 
lar; George Logan and Henry F. Seep, two 
crooks of general bad character; Watt Jones, 
Frank Murphy, John Morgan and Frank 
Walsh, four professional bank robbers, who 
were arrested here before they hada chance 
to do any work, and Dan Casey, who was to 
be tried for criminal assault. Two of the men 
were expecting death, and all the others 
knew they had long terms in the peniten- 
tlary before them. Little wonder that they 
were willing to take all of the chances that 
attend an attempt at jail breaking. 

HOW IT OCCURRED. 

Yesterday was a day of monotony about the 
Jail, and none of the guards were especially 
vigilant. Everybody had been paid on the 
ist and there were a good many saloons 
within a few feet of the Four Courts’ build- 
ing where the Jaflis. The 178 prisoners were 
all out of their cells during the exercise hour 
which extends from sto 4 o’clock. When 4 
o’clock came most of them were sent back to 
their cells, but the men who escaped had 
their open air privilege extended, and were 
allowed to walk about until 6 o’clock. Ten 
minutes later, Guard John Fitzgerald, who 
was supposed to be watchingthe prisoners, 
heard a nolse that sounded like the dropping 
of a heavy weight, and he rushed in the di- 
rection of the kitchen whence the noise came. 
A heavy gate of iron, secured by an iron bar 
locked with two big locks, separates the kit- 
chen from the jafl. As Guard Fitzgerald 
reached that he saw it was open, the bar ly- 
ing on the floor where it had been thrown. 
At the same moment he was confronted by 
Oook Eugene Reno. 

They're all out,’’ the cook shouted. 

**Good GO!“ said the guard. Ring that 
Dell!“ 

Reno rushed to the alarm dell and its heavy 
tones brought men rushing to the jail from 
every part of the Fourt Courts a moment 
later. Jailer Joe Kraemer was in the tele- 
phone room, and for a minute he behaved 
like a man who had lost his senses. The jail 
was in the utmost confusion. The prisoners 
stood about with no one watching and none 
of the Jail guards seemed to know what to 
do. Deputy Jailer John Hodnett ordered the 
prisoners into their cellsand began a count 
of them. Chief of Police Harrigan. 
sent out every detective, with 
orders to keep up the chase for the criminals 
all night. Telegrams were sent to all the 
cities inthe country, and the patrolmen of 
every station-house were given descriptions 
of the men who had escaped. 

It was some time after the escape before it 
was found who the men were that had got 
away. Then Jaller Kraemer got all the 
guards together, and examined them. Cook 
Reno was the only one who knew the way the 
men had taken. 

A VERY COOL FUGITIVE. 

He was cooking supper when he looked up 
ata noise and sawa party of men coming 
through the passage that leads from the jail 
to the kitchen and storerooms. There is a door 
from the passage out into the jail yard, but 
it is rarely used by any but jail officials. 
Reno says the men were well dressed and he 
thought they were visitors. He watched 
them for an instantas they passed out into 
the jail yard, Dut when he saw some of them 
begin to climb on the roof ofa little store- 
house in the yard he saw that something was 
wire: 

M hat are you doing up there?“ he called 
to the men. 

Watt Jones, the bank robber, stopped and 
turned to the cook, the others eeping on. 

Don't you see; the jafl’s afire,’’ he said. 

Cook Reno, looked aroundand surveyed 
the building from top to bottom and saw no 
smoke. Then he looked again and all the 
men had disappeared. The conviction came 
tohim then that the men were escaping, 
and he ran through the passage back to 
the jail where he met 
Guard Fitzgerald, tardily coming 
with a drawn revolver. All of the dexterity 
of the escape seems to have been in the plan- 
Dingand none in the execution. Had the 
Jail yard been ed, as it is in every cit 
except this, or had the guards inside ha 
their eyes open, the escape, with all the 
noise that it made, could not have occurred. 
After they passed Cook Keno and climbed 
into the Four Courts Bullding all 
the men found themselves in a passage lead- 
ing out on Eleventh street, through the hall- 
way back of the police court-room and by the 
Coroner’s office. 

ESCAPED IN A BUGGY.

be expected considering that the Red Oross 
flag was not exhibited and the medical de- 
partment had worn no distinguishing dress. 
He was afterward released and returned to 
Valparaiso. 

The Government forces were utterly de- 
moralized. One shrapnel shell from the Es- 
meralda, bursting in the middle of a regi- 
ment on extended order, killed and wounded 
over 200 of them. The remainder of three 
regiments, viz., the Andes and Third and 
Ninth of the line, slept in six railway car- 
rlages the night after the battle. The om 
cers of the Government forces say their 
opponents advanced so rapidly and quietly 
that their approach was unnoticed, and 


that the Mannlicher magazine rifie sent a 
bullet clean through two soldiers at 1,000 
yards. 


ON THE BATTLE FIELD. 

The battle neid was a sickening sight—dead 
men so firmly locked together that they 
could not be separated, their knives being 
firmly imbedded in one another’s bodies. 
The Chillans are very superstitious; so the 
opposition sent out with their fighting linea 
tall man ina black top hat and robed in white, 
his duty being to expose himself to view as 
often as possible. He was seen by several 
regiments, who declarea him a deity and sev. 
eral volleys were directed against him, the 
shot passing through his body without doing 


him any harm. 

A large tent was placed in a conspicuous 
position marked, Estado Mayor’’—(Chief of | 
Staff)—and apparently unprotected. The | 
cavalry swooped down on it, Wut when 
about 600 yards distant the tent dropped, ex- 
posing avery powerful battery of machine 
guns, which at once opened a murderous 
fire, forcing them to retire nearly annibil- 
ated. The opposition managed to get their 
forces over the Aconcagua River by making 
fast a line between two horses, andthe men, 
holding onto this, were taken across in 
safety. 

The following explanation of the disaster 
tothe Balmaceda government is furnished 
by Balmaceda’s Minister of War. The defeat 
is attributed by the leading living chiefs to 
the following causes: 

1. The superiority of the armament of the in- 
surgents in that they had Mannlicher repeat- 
ing rifles with a range of 3,000 meters, while 
the Government had those of a single fire and 
a range of only 1,800 meters. 

2. That though for the most partthe chiefs 
fought well the junior officials had little en- 
thusiasm. 

„ That many of the Government’s soldiers 
went over to the enemy, giving heed to their 
cries: ‘‘Brothers, come with us, who wlll do 
you no harm, and who are paid in gold and 
sliver and not in paper as you are. 

4. That the chiefs in the battle of Placilla 
concentrated their forces in the center and 
right wing, leaving the left almost unpro- 
tected. 

5. The cavalry of the Government, few in 
number, were late in coming ip the fleld, 
which enabled the enemy to advance without 
danger and prev ent the Government on re- 
treating from reorganization. 

IN THE STREETS OF VALPARAISO. 

A refugee priest has written the following 
statement: ‘*I have been asked to give an ac- 
count of what passed in Valparaiso during 
these few days, and still under the sad im- 
pressions I pen what I saw and know the re- 
sult of civil war—horrors which, if they who 
caused such a misfortune to their country 
could foresee, Iam sure they would not omit 
any sacrifice to avoid internal discord in 
future, 

‘‘After the troops had entered Valparaiso 
crimes were committed which shall not easily 
be forgotten by those who saw numberless 
Cases—a shame fora civilized country. About 
Sp. m. the same day shots were heard; I can 
surely say I heard thousands, Thefirst I saw 
was some men—4 don’t know why—shoot a 
man, undress him and afterward 
burn his remains within hearing of the 
Screams of his afflicted family, who were 
also outraged. The cry for pardon and 
mercy was heard, butin vain. Nothing but 
death would satisfy those men. Under the 
influence of intoxicating liquor their work 
Was plunder, blood and finally to burn to 
ashes the houses of those they believed to be 
Of the Balmaceda party. Many houses were 
burned to ashes. The firemen did all they 
could to extinguish the flames, but it was 
useless, as they could not work at every fire, 
they were so numerous. Isaw women pour 
Ollon the remains ofa dead body and burn 
it, shoutingand exulting over their savage 
work. The Italians and Spaniards have 
small provision shops. They were the ob- 
jects of hatred. The drunken soldiers broke 
into their houses, robbed what they could 
and killed those that made the least resist- 


ance. The wom

ACTION OF THE FESTIVITIES Associa- 
TIOW ON THE NEW HOTEL 6CHEME. 


The New Hotel Is, as Was Set Forth in 
the “‘Post-Dispatch,”’ an Assured Fact 
and Will Be Built, on Ninth and Olive 
Streets. 

A meeting of the Fall Festivities Associa- 
tion was held last night, when the Hotel 
Committee of that body made its report se- 
lecting the site for the new $1,000,000 hotel. 

Their action was fully anticipated in last 
night’s Post-Disratcu. All the facts given 


in the original report published in the Post- 
DISPATCH were indorsed at last night’s 


meeting in the adoption of the following re- 


Your Hotel Committee has the pleasure to report 
that, after a vast amount of work and trouble, it has 
connection witha syndicate of capitalists 
a hotel structure on the 
ground and bounded on the 
th by Olive street, east by ninth street rth

known as Pope's Theater property. ur ee 
herewith submits the proposition made iby the 
agents of the syndicate, and will further state that 
earnest money to an amount satisfactory to the 
owners of the property has been placed in the hands 
ofMr. W. H. Thom n, President of the Bank 
of Commerce. s committee wishes also 
to say that from ite intercourse 
with the gentlemen ose) names pee 
on the proposition herewith, it is of the oP nion 
that ese ntlemen are in earnest and will 
commence work on the pro ed site at the earliest 
ible moment, and will have the hotel completed 
not later than the ist of June, 1893. It is the 
opinion of ur committee that t is the best 
— un that can be obtained, and that it is to the 
nterest of the Fall Festivities Association and the 
citizens of St. Louis that the proposition be accepted. 

The property, owned by Mr. John W. Kauf- 
man, has been secur on a valuation of 
$7,500,000. - Of this amount Mr. Kaufman is to 
be paid $250,000 in cash and the remainder in 
stocks and bonds of the hotel construction 
company. 

As announced in last evening’s Post- D1s- 
PATCH the parties who are to 
build the hotel have obligat 
selves to construct a 
modern fire-proof structure over the entire 
half block described. There are to be not 
less than four hundred rooms in the house. 
It is to cost not less than $1,000,000, and the 
plans and specifications for its con- 
struction are to be submitted to the 
Hotel Committee for its approval. 
building is to be commenced 
next June, ifnot before then, and the 
is to be completed sothat the house may be 
opened for the reception of guests by June 15, 
1898. A formal contract setting forth these 
conditions is now ay ag a up. It will 
provide that the $100, bonus shall be 

d to the Hotel Construction Co. in ten 
nstallments of $10,000 each at different 
periods during the building of the structure. 

Haviin & Hagan’s lease of the theater 
premises expires the ist of May, 1898, but as 
they are under contract to sell out their 
lease for $87,000 the property may be vacated 
in a few months, probably by next March. 

Mr. S. M. Kennard in speaking of this mat- 
ter to-day saidthatat last night’s meeting 
of the Executive Committee of the Fall Fes- 
tivities Associatiation there were only 
eighteen out of twenty-two members pres- 
ent. Therefore in order to make the action 
of last night’s executive agony! unan- 
imous, paper setting forth the business 
transacted and authority for the Hotel Com- 
mittee to enter into a contract with the par- 
ties who are going od up the building, 
was circulated to-dayand now contains the 
approving signatures of every member of the 
Executive Committee. 

This precaution was taken to avoid 
any objections or setbacks which otherwise 
might occur inthe future. Mr. Kennard said 
he did not know the names ofthe parties 
who are going to build the hotel. The names 
were not known to the committee, and if 
they were Mr. Kennard declared he would 
not give them for publication. To do that at 
this stage of the proceedings would be im- 
prudent and unbusiness-like, as publication 
of the names of people whoare going to put 
up the money might jeopardize the whole 
enterprise. So far the name of but one man 
the agent who represents the syndicate of 
builders, was known, and for the present 
that should not be given to the public. - How- 
ever, the money has been raised, there was 
no question of doubtabout that, and the 
parties who have put it up have al- 
ready aid out a good round sum to 
secure the Kaufman pro x, How much 
this forfeit money was r. Kennard would 
not say, but he was positive that it would be 
lost to the bullding syndicate if they did not 
carry out the hotel contract as has been sug- 
gested. The enterprise was now in first-class 
shape. There was notthe least doubt that 
the hotel would be dullt ata cost of at ſeast 
$1,000,000. 

Probably it would be a week or more before 
the public would know the names of the gen- 
tlemen who are going to invest this money in 
St. uls. Under the resolutions adopted 
last night a contract would be drawn up be- 
tween the Hotel Committee and the 
bullding syndicate. This contrrct would 
have to be inspected and approved 
by the interested parties. All this would re- 
quire time, and before it was finally closed t 
would haveto be 8 and signed by 
every person who will de a party to it. For 
that reason it is not advisable that 
the names should be published now. 
However, the committee had no uneasiness 
on that score, as it has been assured 
that the money has been pledged, otherwise 
the steps already taken would have but very 
little foundation. In fact the committee 
would not have entered intothe negotiation 
without knowing that the question of money 
had been 21 settled. Had that im- 
portant issue deen left open, the enterprise 
might have deen delayed a at deal, and 

ssibly have lead to a new deal altogether. 
zut on that score there was not the slightest 
cause for apprehension. Mr. Kennard was 
very enthus * over the prospect. He was 
more than delighted over what the Fall Fes- 
tivities Association had already accom- 
plished. 

INCORPORATING FERGUSON. 

It is quite probable that Ferguson will soon 
become an independent municipal corpora 
tion. It has now a population of between 
1,200 and 1,500 and is attracting so much at 
tention as a suburb, thata desire for greater 
protection is entertained by the inhabitants 
among whom are numbered some of the mos 
prominent citizens of St. Louis. The growth 
of population bas made it necessary to con- 
sider matters of public improvements which 
are now left to the county authorities and 
it is the general impression that the 
ra pid development 0 the commun 
ity will warrant the citizens in as 
sumin the control and management 
of the schools and streets. An effort has 
been already made to extend the Suburban 
Electric Rallway to Ferguson, and as the 
locality is but threee miles distant from the 
Sty limits it is not unlikely that the efforts 
being made inthis direction will soon prove 
successful. E. A. Guignon & Bro., the repre- 
sentatives of Darst place, are among the 
most ardent advocates of the incorporation 
of Ferguson.

A Very Old Rosary. 

Probably one of the most ancient Catholic 
rosaries now owned in this country is that of 
J. W. stermers, a jeweler at 98 Frank 
lin avenue. It is of solid silver except 
the beads, and was purchased from a 
man by Mrs. Stermers about thirty years 
ago. On a =~silver medal attached to 


the rosary is this inscription in Latin: 
**1745. Baptismal gift from Letty Andreas- 
sturm to John Noretssturm.’’ On the reverse 
side is a raised engraving of the Virgin Mary, 
while around the border is this inscription 
in Latin: ‘‘Immaculate Conception. The 
doctrine of the ‘‘Immaculate Conception’’ 
was not declared an article of faith until 
1858, by the late Pontiff Pius IX. The inscrip- 
tion shows that for centuries previous to its 
promulgation the immaculate conception of 
Christ's mother was a most cherished belief 
among faithful Catholics. Nextto the cross 
there are two beads, indicating that 
in 1745 the aposties’ creed was 
recited on the beads instead of on the 
cross, as is now the custom. Mr. Stermers 
would not part with his relic for any consid- 
eration. e rosary was made in Switzer- 
land. A numberof pious church people have 
called on Mr. Stermers to inspect the relic. 


Dr. Ford’s Lecture Course. 

The Rev. Dr. Ford, pastor of the Second 
Baptist Church, employed the greater por- 
tion of his vacation in hard study, and he 
hopes to make the result apparent in the 
coming years of pulpit work.
